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SUMMARY 


Kruscpils  Barracks  Dvina  River  East  is  lo- 
cated southwest  of  the  Riga-Krustpils-Daugav- 
pils  rail  line  and  4,500  feet  southeast  of  the 
Krustpils  railroad  station  and  yards  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  123 
acres,  including  10  acres  of  possible  open  stor- 
age at  the  extreme  north  end  of  the  compound,  and 
contains  96  buildings,  mainly  barracks  and  sup- 


port buildings,  Inside  the  compound  (Figures  2 
and  3). 

The  installation  is  active  and  was  unchanged 
onj  [keyhole  missions  between  August  1961 
and  June  1964.  However,  Increasing  improve- 
ment in  the  quality  of  photography  shows  build- 
ings which  are  not  new  but  could  not  be  identified 
on  earlier  photography. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  main  line  from  Riga  to  Daugavpils  par- 
allels the  installation. 

Road  Service 

The  installation  is  served  by  a good  2 lane 
all-weather  road. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  4 multistory  barracks,  27 
single-story  barracks,  3 administration  build- 
ings, 11  storage  buildings,  42  storage/suppqrt 
buildings  and  a water  tank. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  2 storage  and  3 support 
buildings. 


POL  Storage  Area 

A POL  storage  area  (G)  is  located  approxi- 
mately 460feeteastof  the  barracks  area.  It  con- 
tains 1 storage,  1 support,  1 storage/support 
building,  6 tanks  30  feet  in  diameter,  and  3 tanks 
kn  diameter. 


Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  a 240-  by  90- foot  vehicle 
maintenance/storage  building,  a 165-  by  90-foot 
vehicle  maintenance/storage  building,  a 440-  by 
45-foot  vehicle  storage  building,  and  a 220-  by 
35-foot  vehicle  storage  building.
